After graduation he participat- 
ed in pioneer work In radio and 



television development. He fbrst 
Joined the CBC in 1934, when 
he became a radio engineer for 
what was then known as the 
Canadian Radio Broadcasting

Haii, But Not Farewell 

In a previous Daily editorial regarding convocafion, titled 
"Hail and Farewell", the followin g lentime ntt were expressed i 

"With graduation day comeifliuf^ent of May flowers, 
spring breezes and women's tears. It seems to be a day 
of nostalgia, a great day in a man's life; a day when, 
lithographed In five colours, he Is presented by proud 
parents with a Harding Ever-Thin watch which Is.s-u-c-h 
a fine momenio that even the railroads use them . . . This 
sort of sentimentality is a private thing. Perhaps it Is a 
good thing, but It is most emphatically not a thing to be 
shored." 

It would appear that nostalgia is something to , resent; 
sentimentality something to hide. But' if convocation is a day 
of meaning, it Is not meaningful without nostalgia; if it is a 
day of fulfillment, if is not fullfillment without sentimentality. 
The professors who educated us, the friends who helped us, 
the family which guided us, convocate at this graduation. It 
is difficult not to feel nostalgic at this occasion, It is unfortunate 
if the sentiments ore not shared. 

The groduotion of one is the convocation of many. It Is a 
day for Fathers and Sons, a day of Hail, but not Farewell. 
Today we graduate McGill; but we do not take leave of her; 
for tomorrow all that McGIII has given us shall convocate 
again together. 

Foreign News Comes Home 

"Seven bombs exploded during the night as local terrorists 
continued their activities." This is a familiar lead to any 
regular reader of newspapers. It calls to mind Insurgents on 
Cyprus, Mau Mou in Kenya, FLN in Paris, and Kurds In Iraq; 
people fighting a wide variety of wort for Innumerable rea- 
sons in many far-off places. 

Howiever, our familiarity with such javenhxtaking place 
"elsewhere" has In no way prepared us forfeeent happenings 
right here in Montreal. On the very doorstep of McGill, In 
an Army Recruiting Centre, a bomb went off. A host of students 
stood by helplessly while a man bled to death, helplessly and 
certainly shocked by that With which they were psychologically 
unable to cope, by a new and horrible experience. 

It is easy to condemn the FLQ as an association of fanatics 
or even madmen, it is to be hoped that coordinated police 
action will bring the killers to justice. However the bombs are 
only one symptom of the deeper disease. As long at the 
general dissatisfaction of French Canadians with their lot In 
Canada remains, terrorist fringes will continue their activities, 
and new bombers .will quickly replace those captured by 
the police. 

This is not to soy that the dissatisfaction is totally justified 
at that French Canada must be placated at all costs. Righteous- 
ness is no more the moiiopoly of the French that It is of the 
English. Terrorism, furlhVrmore cannot be tolerated in the 
name of any cause. 

' A solution is sorely needed but thus far none has^ been 
forthcoming which would be acceptable to all. All' we can do 
is pause this Convocation Day and examine our own place 
In Quebec and Canada, and our duties to both. If we find 
included, a duty to work for mutual understanding and co- 
operation with Canada's French speaking people, then, two 
years hence, bombings, if not a thing of the past, may again 
be..regorded^os^o.phenoinétwhAforeianito. Canada.

. From as far away a« 
Georgia and .California they . 
vrlll come to Montreal on 
June 26 to begin a six-week 
period of instruction in 
French language and cul- 
ture which combines study 
with recreation, where 
English is taboo oven in 
the residences. 

School disciplinary pro^ 
eedure provides that the 
"exclusive use of French 
at all times in and out of 
class and especially in the 
residences is absolutely 
compulsory." The penalty 
is usually , only a reprim- 
and from the instructors 
who also live in French 
House, as Douglas Ilali Is 
known during their stay. 

However, ' expukion is 
.the. maximum penalty, and 
two years ago,.tliree of the 
students were told to leave 
for having spoken English 
too often. Generally, the 
participants police them- 
selves, and vriil - Insist tlut 
■ everyone ' speak French,, 
even when someone breaks 
down over a difficult point, 
or due to excitement, the 
two most common offenses. 

Even outside telephone 
calls must bo in French, 
and they ore not allowed 
unless Uio person on the 
other end will speak tho 



proper language. CheaUng 
Is probably: fairly common 
in the rooms at night, says 
the School's Assistant Di- 
rector, Maurice RaboUn, 
but "they malce sure we 
never, hear about it" 

THIS BAN on English Is 
certain to please French. 
Canadians who are all too 
accustomed to having their 
own language suppressed. 
The School tries to encour- 
age bllinguallsm in Can- 
ada and sees this as one 
of its major aims. To that 
end, a fifty-dollar fee re- 
duction is granted Cana- 
dians who presently make 
up only a quarter of the 
School's population. - 

The majority still come 
from the United States, and 
register for a total of five 
courses in language and 
literature (at least two of 
each is compulsory). In ad- 
dition, many partial stud- 
ents attend only a course 
or two to Improve their 
knowledge of tho language. 
Montreal businessmen and 
local teachers are the two 
largest groiips in this cat- 
egory. 

Tho School is directed 
toward North American 
students, and nearly every- 
one who attends is from 
this continent This Is in 
contrast, to the staff whp 
-are almost entirely non- 
North American. Most come 
from - Europe, and are all 
native French speakers, 
primarily from France and 
Switzerland. 

Each year, a prominent 
guest lecturer Is invited to 
give instruction, and his 
courses generally turn out 
to bo the most popular. 




This year's visiting profes- 
sor is Armand Hoog, Pro- 
fessor of French Literature 
at Princeton University, 
New Jersey. 

Prof. Hoog is a teacher, 
critic, and novelist, and 
vrill be givhig two courses 
in twentieth centiuy liter- 
ature: one of prose and' 
one of poetry. He has writ^ 
ten several, novels, contri- 
buted to many journals 
and pcriodlcahi, and is the 
recipient of numerous, 
awards from such institu- 
tions as l'Académie Fran- 
çaise. 

A general invitation is 
extended to all French Pro- 
fessors who * may be in 
Montreal and their partici- 
pation in the School is en- 
couraged. But this is only 
a mhior part of the extra- 
curricular programme de- 
signed to supplement the 
classes, which are all dur- 
ing the morning, and offer 
additional, opportunities for 
conversation. *

Dranuitics is yet another 
extracurricular activity, but 
perhaps more interesting 
is a' unique course of 
French drama in which 
time is equally divided be- 
tween the study and pre- 
sentation of six classical 
and modem plays. Record- 
ings by famous companies 
are used as models, and the 
only prerequisite, accord- 
ing to the School's bulletin, 
is a "measure of enthus- 
iasm for the theatre." 

There are twp classes of 
student, labelled . B and C. 
Section B contabis those 
who have lud atjleast one 
year University training in 
French, plus two years 
High' School, and soma 
eighty per cent of the en- 
rolment is in this section. 

Section C is for Univer- 
sity graduates who have 
majored or honoured in 
French, and leads to a 
Master's degree after three 
or four years. In any case, 
a certificate is awarded for 
each year completed in 
eiUier section.

A speaking knowledge of 
French' — at least to some 
extent' -~ is required of 
all applicants to the school, 
since. no other language Is 
permitted . within earshot of 
any ^ member.; of . the staff. 
Recoinmendations are help- 
.ful, and the School receives 
many from former pupils, 
tnow^tnachers, who send 
. their students here to soak 
up the French atmosphere. 

This year brings the lar- 
gest enrolment to date, 
over two hundred, and 
Douglas Hall will not be 
able to accomodate every* 
one. Therefore, one of the 
new Men's Residences, Mo- 
Connell Hall, will be pressé 
ed into service as a men's 
dormitory. French House 
itself (Douglas HaU) wUl 
still be the scene of all 
extracurricular activities, 
and all women will sleep 
there. 

Classes themselves are 
held in the Arts Buildhig, 
and a few in Peterson HaU, 
where • the.

It is more, because no matter where or how they 
have ifudied, no matter what they do with their 
knowledge, they have gained a knowledge that is 
unobtainable outside a university. 

It is predominantli/ that knowledge which leads 
to a respect for learning. It t5 that knowledge which 
lohets the appetite for more so that no nuitter what 
life offers in the future, the acq^isit^on of knowledge 
can form an anodyne for existence, any form of 
existetice. 

The knowledge of other ideas has given _ them a 
testing ground for their own, and despite the inévitable 
.deatruction of ideals which occurs for any young and 
thinking person, any ideals V)hieh remain after these 
four years are those which have been proved and 
tested. Arid only ideals which have been proved omi 





have stood the test of experience can last a life-time. 

Some have acquired a specialized knowledge in 
one field, learning which will form a basis for their 
chosen career. This knowledge will guide their life, 
for only at university can learning be a way of life. 
In later years experience and practice will be their 
only text books. 

. Yet the greatest knowledge acquired in the four 
years is the knowledge of people. Almost all have 
worked. with other students in some field of activity 
that was not academic; Almost all have learned how 
to work with and get along with their fellow men, 
and almost all, through this awareness and respect 
for their fellows have developed an awareness and 
respect for mankind that can never really die as 
long as they live. 

All have . had' problems, alt have had emotional 
adjustments to make/) and :;all, are equipped to cope 
with the greater adiitstments and the greater problems 
that lie ahead. 

So the university teaches, nurtures and develops. 
And though its protection makes life more shocking 
when it finally evolves around the exposed, its 
protection creates greater sensitivity, greater creativity, 
and a stronger desire to eradicate a few of our common 
ills. Impossible though these desires may seem to 
others, nothing seems impossible to the idealist. 

So let the graduates bid the university good-bye, 
not in starry-eyed remembrance of football parties 
. and balls, but in an awareness of the knowledge 
tfmt they have acquired here, and with the aim of 
retaining and using that knowledge in every phase 
of the life that they are about to lead.

A visitor to the Old Union during the summer months 
expect to find the old halls hushed and silent, with the 
students who rocked them earlier In the year scattered 
across the globe or occupied by respectable but dismal 
summer [obs. Such is not the case. Shouts of anger and six> 
teenth century laments echo down the stblrs, and busy* 
looking girls run around in circles with measuring tapes 
around their necks. The Paupers are in rehearsal again. 

The Paupers ore a group of amateur' actors and 
actresses who while away the long summer nights in the 
production of plays which greet the spotlight in the balU 
room of the Old Union. 

Three years ago, fifty dramatically-Inclined individuals 
gathered together to present Chekhov's "The Harmfulness 
Of Tobacco", "The Still Alarm" by Kaufman, "In The Zone" 
by O'Neill and Conrad's "Hands Across The Sea". This at- 
tempt being successful, their next endeavour, in the same 
summer, was Shakespeare's "The .Tempest". According to 
one reviewer; 

"The Paupers are making great technical strides . . . 
The atmosphere of the little theatre is one which encourages 
repeated attendance." 

Encouraged by this, the same year saw The Paupers 
presenting Tennessee Williams' "Summer And Smoke" which 
again drew favourable comments. 

"The Paupers . . . has come up with its most solidly 
theatrical presentation to dale. It is obvious that this com< 
pany has learned much from what has gone before," said 
one reviewer. 

However, by this time The Paupers became embroiled 
in a controversy. The cause t they were anonymous. No 
actor had his name on the program. No names were release 
ed to radio'press, or T.V. ma Paupers felt that the glorifica* 
tion of any one actor's performance would 'detract from the 
credit due to the group, and that in the unity of their ano- 
nymity, they would be able to work together as one, with 
one sole aim ; the production of a play before an audience, 
rather than the enhancement of one "star's" position. 

Several objections to this slate of affairs were imme* 
diately voiced by the press. In The Star of June 1961, re* 
viewer Eugene Jousse complaiiiieid t 

"That they have chosen, every last one of them, to 
remain anonymous, is neither desirable nor necessary. This 
Is a venture to which names should be signed.'/ 

The summer of 1962 saw The Paupers aiming high. 
The first production consisted of Sean O'Casey's "Bed-Time 
Story", Williams' "Hello From Bertho", "Three Blind Mice" 
by M. Ghelerode, and Shaw's "How He Lied To Her Hus- 
band". This was followed later In the season by Sheridan's 
"School For Scandal". Unfortunately they perhaps reached 
a little too high, for according to Sidney Johnson, reviewer 
for The Star : . ■ . 

"This Paupers production is commendable for what it 
indicates rather than for what It achieves. British drawing 
room comedies of manners, whether period or modern, 
demand a polished stylo and a subtlety of under-ploying 
that only a well-integrated company of highly trained pro- 
fessionals can give. This production tries its best to make 
the grade, and it is this altempt.that gives the audience 
the atmosphere of Sheridan, even though the playing is 
uneven and the pace Is too forced." 

Albee's "American Dream" and "The Bard" by Neil 
Madden, one of the members, followed with better success 
and this summer will be the third in The Paupers' existence. 

At this point two sets of rehearsals are being carried 
on simultaneously. In one room at the. Union Geoff Cos- 
grove is in the process of directing several one act plays 
which will form this year's first production. In another, 
Neil Madden directs Ben Johnson's "The Alchemist". 

Some of the participants In the productions are Paupers 
who have been with the group since its inception; others 
are newcomers who were selected for the various parts at 
readings which were held earlier In the year. Behind the 
scenes costumes, lighting and. make-up are being planned 
and arranged. 

The first performance will open June 12 and will 
consist of a one act play by "Pirandello, called "Sicilian 
Limes", a few playlets by Ionesco and Pinter, and a melo- 
drama "The Drums Of Oude" by Austen Strong. 

The melodrama should prove to be an interesting per- 
formance since It has the reputation of being "one of the 
worst melodramas ever written". It Involves the Sepoy re- 
bellion in India and forms a study of stiff-upper-llpped En- 
gllshmeli who are very very. Once considered to be excellent, 
it was circulated annong the American units as an illustra- 
lion of how an officer and a gentleman should react in 
times of stress. It is loaded with emotion, suspense, tragedy 
and quite Inadvertent comedy. « i < i ■

Colin in his primitive way 
senses that there is something 
rotten In the system which al- 
lows this state of affairs, and 
he is bitter toward all who 
symbolize it, the "Law and 
Authority" above all. Ho is 
defiant: in his petty thefts, in 
his romps with bis few friends, 
In his domestic troubles, and 
finally in punishment. 

In reformatory, he proves to 
he a good distance runner and 
thus wins favours from the 
"Guv'nor". To further his own 
ends, the warden promotes him 
to "top boy", a sort of warden's 
pet, and Colin Is encouraged in 
his running. 



The point here is that Colin 
is not any better than the rest, 
but he' is a potential "winner" 
when Borstal will meet a pub- 
lic school In track and field, 
and as one of his mates re- 
marks, "it's the winning that 
makes it". But with the race 
virtually won,- Colin quits in a 
stunning gesture of defiance. 

Much of the success of the 
film, however, is due not to Its 
message' but to Its technique 
and to its star. Tom Courtenay 
is undoubtedly one of the most 
talented actors In cinema today. 
His face is hard like concrete, 
and his dark eyes reflect the 
ugliness of the environment of 
which he Is a product. He can 
convey <4 a maximum- of depth 
and expression with a mere 
blank-faced stare or a grim 
attempt at a smile. His face 
looks as if it were incapable 
of gaiety, yet the humorous 
moments in his life are more 
poignant for it. 

The photography is positively 
the best part of the film. It is 
original and always inventive; 
it finds in iU objects beauty 
and ugliness, humor and tra- 
gedy. A lot is borrowed from 
the French New Wave of movie- 
making. 

When Colin robs a bakery, 
the - cops-and-robbers chase ~ is 
speeded up Charlie Chaplin 
style (with the lobvlous' inten- 
tion of establishing- the intrin- 
sic innocence of the hero). The 
"joy-ride", in a stolen car, and 
the gaiety , which accompanies 
it, might be something out 'of 
Truffant. .* ' 

The flash-backs: are sharp 
and link scenes with often de- 
vastating irony. The camera 
switches nbruptly.from newsreel 
realism to clear new wave lyric- 
ism. The attempt at a stream 
of consciousness may not al- 
ways succeed. But this minor 
failure is easily compensated 
for by the sheer beauty of the 
scenes of Colin running in the 
still wetness of the early morn- 
ing forest and swamp. .

Devotees of the James Bond 
spy thrillers, among whom 
President Kennedy is said to be 
numbered, will not be disap- 
pointed in Dr. No. which comes 
complete with knives, pistols, 
machine guns, cyanide, pretty 
Eurasian girls, diesel armoured 
cars equipped with flame throw- 
ers, and a large-as-life atomic 
reactor. 

It seems that someone in the 
vleinityiot-JaihalcalpehlstsVln 
the anU-soeiaMbâbit^offdèflect- 
ing|inissUès launched àt Capo 
Canavenl'-to an untimely end 
in the Brazilian jtingles. Less 
than half an hour after the au 
dience makes this discovery, 
suspicion focusses on Dr. No, 
who maintains- the necessary 
apparatus on a fortified Island 
guarded by a private army who 
look like extras from Spartacut 
and wear Sam Browne bells or 
radiation suits depending on the 
occasion. 

Considering that the Dr. has 
been disposing of unwanted in- 
truders for some years and that 
his hidcawoy rivals in sizes and 
complexity the NORAD head 
quarters at Colorado Springs, 



one may wonder why people 
still believe he is operating a 
bauxite mine. But then no. one 
could ever be sure until James 
Bond arrived, complete with his 
trusty automatic .that can 
shatter car headlights at five 
times the maximum accurate 
range. 

That's about all it would be 
fair to say about the plot, 
beyond the foreseeable fact that 
the North Atlantic Alliance is 
ultimately preserved from the 
Dr.'s nefarious designs. The 
picture is good entertainment 
of its type, even if it makes no 
pretence of being for the ages. 

Social psychologists will notice 
that Dr. No is half-Chinese and 
half-German, an ethnic origin 
certain to make him a suitable 
vilain both for those who persist 
in fighting the last war and 
those who have already em- 
barked upon the next. 

This fact alone could assure 
the show of wide popularity, 
and we have in addition the 
privilege of hearing James 
Bond come out, as he often 
does, with the right remark at 
the right time. For -example: 
having béen pursued at ninety 
miles an hour by, of all things, 
a funeral hearse, which ultim- 
ately vanishes over a cliff amid 
a satisfying, if unexplained, 
explosion of orange flame, he 
manages a British half-smile 
and observes "I think they were 
going to a funeral."

Artistically, Fraud approaches 
excellence. "The acting Is ex- 
tremely good and Montgomery 
Cliffs interpretation of Freud, 
the inquirer into the depths of 
darkness, i.i convincing. Camera 
work reaches Its peak in some 
of the dream sequences, and the 
electronic sound effects add 
greatly to the mood of the film. 
The story unfolds fluldly, and 
Interest never lags. 

From the psychological point 
of view, Freud can be credited 
with relatively scrupulous ac- 
curacy. The accounts of the 
scientific Issues in Freud's time 
— for example, the question of 
the validity of the phenomena 
of hysteria — correspond , to 
historical fact. Many Freudian 
concepts and techniques are 
lucidly presented, although de- 
tailed elaboration is necessarily 
lacking. 

The dominant themo revolves 
about Fréud's . painstaking . arri- 
val at his theory d(>the]Oedipus 
complex and the 'role "of ^Infan- 
tile sexuality. Thus,'^ the film 
concerns . itself with Freud's 
earlier work, and makes no 
mention of his later writings, 
such as those on the anxiety 
theory of neurosis or llfe-and- 
death instincts. 

Another regrettable feature, 
from the psychological view- 
point, is the misreprcscntativo 
Implication that Freud's views 
arc correct and are the sole 
approach to the problems of 
obnormal psychology. Even 
more unfortunate is the per- 
petuation of the public myth 
that the science of psychology 
Is primarily concerned with 
, abnormal : behaviour (which, in . 



fact, constitutes only one aspect 
of this many-sided science). 

On the whole, however, 
Freud must be credited with 
historical Integrity and artistic 
excellence. It is a tribute to the 
film-makers that they have con- 
cerned themselves with the real 
intellectual machinations under- 
lying Freud's insights. The 
temptation to exaggerate .sexual 
aspects in a primitive way, 
probably the surest - way of 
guaranteeing success at the box- 
office, has been completely re- 
sisted.

Having arrived late, I unfor- 
tunately missed the opening of 
Paranoiac, and thus, the list of 
credits for a film which cer- 
tainly deserves some of the 
same. For, although Its title and 
major references are psychiat- 
ric, Paranoiac is unabashedly a 
thriller of the finest quality — 
it is tastefully thrilling. 

Taking as its theme the 
events In the life of a paranoiac, 
the movie carefully subverts 
this idea until well on in the 
action, leaving the viewer to 
gather what he can from the 
evidence presented. In this way, 
although one is continually ask- 
ing "what is going on here?", 
It Is Impossible to leave with- 
out finding out. .And the de- 
nouement is well worth tlic 
wait, for paranoia Is, in itself, 
terrifying; coupled with the bi- 
zarre circumstances that only 
the English can devise, it is 
positively frightening. 

The plot concerns the daught- 
er of wealthy deceased English 
parentage, grief-stricken at the 
supposed suicide of her elder 
brother. On a iiilgrimage to the 
village church, sister thinks she 
sees brother, supposing that he 
has come to take her away from 
the depressing family estate. 
She Is Immediately classified as 
insane by the younger of her 
two brothers, who, incidentally, 
hopes to inherit the full share 
of the Ashbury fortune. 

However, it turns out that, 
although sister did not really 
see brother, she did see a look- 
alike imposter who had been 
hired by the son of the executor 
of the estate to preserve the 
good name of the notary's fam- 
ily. Imposter brother meets real 
sister just as she Is about to 
commit suicide in despair, saves 
her, and brings her to .Ashbury 
estate where he meets real bro- 
ther of real sister and maiden 
aunt of both, whereupon exe- 
cutor of estate is brought in 
to question imposter brother 
about his early childhood. But 
Imposter brother has been 
carefully briefed by son of exe- 
cutor of Ashbury estate and 
thus can answer all questions. 

Real brother Is rather put 
out by all this since, as we 
think, he wants the full inherit- 
ance. Imposter brother moves 
in with real brother and real 
sister and maiden aunt and 
immediately things begin to 
happen. Brakes .fail on the 
family MG, and before imposter 
brother -'is slashed with an ice 



pick at the stroke of midnight 
in the family chapel while the 
organ plays a hideous melody 
and a screeching voice sings a 
Gregorian chant. 

But that's not all. Imposter 
brother falls in love wit^ real 
sister; real sister does the same, 
and imposter brother reveals 
himself. Now together, real sis- 
ter and imposter brother plot 
to discover who It was, and 
why it was that they had been 
plotted against. The' ending Is 
too horrible to describe. But 
very tasteful. 

Clever people those English. 
Only mad dogs or Englishmen 
could, or would dare to, pro- 
duce such a movie,

Ever since her sell-out per- 
formance at the London Pal«- 
dlum and at New York's Carne- 
gie Hall, the girl who couldn't 
come back has arrived stronger 
than ever. Bom in a trunk, 
Judy Gariand has , now blos- 
somed into an entertainer in the' 
most meaningful 'sense of the 
word. Her voice and sensitivity * 
have matured to the point of 
easy grace, and while no longer 
the nimble darling of the Gumm 
Sisters' act, her style leaves 
almost nothing to be desired. 

With such a remarkable per- 
sonality to work with, and the 
accomplished aid of veteran 
performers, it is concelvoble 
that the job of producing a 
movie with Miss Garland as the 
central figure could not be a 
difficult one. But then, Holly- 
wood Is known to be capable 
of near-unbelievable feats, and 
the producers of I Could 60 On 
Singing have the viewer on the 
edge of his seat, wonderhig It 
perhai» this attempt would go 
the way of so many other ef- 
forts. The battle Is bard-fought, 
with Hollywood scriptwriting 
almost succeeding, but Indomln- 
Itable Judy returns to vanquish 
the enemies of her art, and the 
viewer can relax, safe in the 
knowledge that the movie "isn't 
bad". 

The story-line, or "plot", con- 
cerns what might originally 
have been an equilateral trian^ 
gle of plausible proportions 
Involving a man, a woman, ana 
a bastard son. But from the 
first, we sec that Judy will live 
happily ever after, marrying her 
lover, and establishing maternal 
ties with her son; so, very soon, 
the triangle becomes scalene, 
and almost collapses at the feet 
of Miss Garland. 

The supp'orting cast (which 
includes Dirk Bogarde) man- 
ages to bolster the otherwise 
hum-drum affahr, and the movie 
moves quickly, aided by ins- 
pired shots of sprawling Lon- 
don, and^ resolves itself in a' 
rousing ire-affirmation of Miss 
Garland's ability. In colour, the, 
movie is an adequate vehicle 
for the presentation of Judy 
and her excellent talent

lems of communication are 
magnified by that tliin line of 
division between the stage and 
tho audience. Of course, the 
barrier exists In the Icgilimato 
theatre as weli; but there, the 
actors are larger than life. On 
the intimate revue stage, this 
cannot be the case. The actor 
cannot be larger, or smaller, 
or anything but life itself. Other 
than this approach will alie- 
nate the audience rather than 
draw it Into the mood and action 
of the performance. 

This docs not mean to say that 
a limit be set on Interpretation. 
A revue is built upon topical, 
typical Incidents, and has the 
whole scope of current events 
from which it may choose its 
material. With such a wide base 
to build upon, one would think 
it difficult for a revue to fail. 
Yet, for all its mass of material, 
and in the final analysis, a 
revue is a lacey string of sub- 
tleties — a pointillism of the 
stage. So, alas, many revues 
fail. Happily, Up Tempo does 
not. 

To a large extent, the cast of 
Up T«mpo '63, currently ap- 
pearing at its habitual hearth 
upstairs at Café André, is 
blessed with a humorous, work- 
able script. The six performers 
have polished their act into an 
enjoyable show, and tho direct- 
ers, both musical and dramatic, 
have utilised each actor's pecu- 
liar talents to the fullest — 
there is never any question of 
miscasting. 

Classed as a musical satire. 
Up Tempo has plenty of both. 
All the old topics arc butted, 
but each from a new angle, and 
some with a sharp barb. Sep- 
cratism, Psychiatry, Sex, Tele- 
vision, Politics, Sex, Folk Sing- 
ing, and Sex — all succumb to 
the show's omniscient outlook 
— and all emerge from this 
comic washing machine looking 
brighter, if not whiter. 

This is not to say that the 
show is a classic example of The 
Nightclub Revue, but It is the 
best Up Tempo in many a year. 
The show is slow on the uptake, 
relying, as .it does, so .much on 
the audience reaction. Realizing 
this fact, it is often better to 
warm up with a few liqiiid in- 
dulgences to fully appreciate 
the show. Sober, however, one 
realizes that there Is a void to 
be filled if the revue ia to open 
with a' bang. That, void is an 
indefinable lack of punch — 
that something that tells you 
when the ' end of a Joke has 
been arrived at. In some cases, 
this void is unreal being only 
muffled pronunciation that pre- 
vents complete comprehension 
of a skit. One such number, 
titled the "Chocolate Chip 
Cookie", must have been quite 
funny; however, as in most pro- 
duction numbers In the show 



(excepting the finale), the 
lyrics were largely inaudible. 

The majority of the cast are 
good as individual actors,^ and 
where this is not the case, their 
weaknesses have been well 
camouflaged. Liane Marshall, a 
veteran of many Up Tempoi, 
turns in a performance consis- 
tent with those of post years- 
— forceful, entertaining, and 
most important, funny. Her fine 
talent is exhibited to the fullest 
in "Lollypop Lane" — a satire 
on TV shows for children, and 
In a wonderfully clever bumps- 
and-grindsy, bluesy song con- 
cerning a well-stocked library 
and its librarian. Ilie directors, 
fully aware of Miss Marshall's 
talents, have complimented her 
by, giving' her most of the 
show's one-line gags. Unfortun- 
ately, this tends to upset the 
balance so necessary in a night- 
club revue. 

Beryl Light docs two solos in 
the show, her good voico and 
stage presence adding much to 
both. The first, a mock-operatic 
aria & la Jeannette Macdonald 
on Sociological Montreal is 
really the first thing that hap- 
pens in the show, and is well 
done. Miss Light's second num- 
ber, "The Man For Me" is « 
beautiful tune on its own merits 
which also contains a smatter- 
ing of humour not usually asso- 
ciated with this type of revue. 
Like the first, it is very enjoy- 
able. 

Don Scanlan, though not a 
singer In a mainly musical re- 
vue, makes up for this omission 
with some fine acting. His para- 
noiac impersonation in the 
"coffee" scene is masterful and 
probably the show's .funniest 
skit. He also does a good job 
with Joan Armstrong in a clever 
little running gag'titled "Holi- 
day Spkit". Don's other solo 
skit, "Trust Mr. Bluster", begins 
very well, but falls off through 
no fault in the acting — it is 
simply too long to sustain the 
humour. 

Jim Khazzam, a competent 
actor, is unfortunately saddled 
with some shabby lines, but 
manages to make the most of 
them. His style and diction are 
an effective counterbalance to 
the others in the cast. Jack 
Crawford's performance is pass- 
able, but he - tends to be too 
stiff in a medium which requi- 
res a fluidity. 

In all, Up Tempo '63 is a good, 
tight, and fast moving present- 
ation. It is an offering that 
Montreal has needed very badly 
in a year of dormant — if 
existent — nightclub entertain- 
ment. This city needs more of 
the same, and producer Jack 
Greenwald should be congratu- 
lated for his consistent efforts 
to provide Montreal's nightlife- 
lovers with enjoyable summer 
diversion.

A New Look 
In Jazzclubs 



An imposing edifice on 
, Bishop street near Bumside 
stands quiet today, yet in just 
a few days it will be the scene 
of one of the most exciting en- 
deavours in after-hours night- 
club entertainment to come to 
Montreal In some time. Two 
McGlll students— Ralph Kacha- 
noff and Harold Lehrcr — to- 
gether with a team of artists 
and photographers— all of them 
present or recently-graduated 
students — are planning a jazz 
nightclub groomed to Mont- 
' real's needs. 

The plan of the club is to 
provide a relaxed, informali 
almost party-like atmosphere in 
sophisticated surroundings— an 
after-hours club featuring good 
jazz and danchig, or in more 
general terms, an environment 
where people can just relax 
and socialize freely. \ _ 

The most obvious difference 
of this jazz club is Immediately 
visible— its exterior. Rather 
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than a club-on a-shoestring, a 
semi-basement cozily nestled in 
among various commercial 
buildings and boarding houses, 
or the attic of a foundry, the 
founders of the Cafe Bizarre 
have courageously moved away 
from the current trend in jazz- 
dub décor and rented the form- 
er Swedish consulate. 

The inside is equally revolu- 
tionary. There are two en- 
trances. If you take tho mabi 
one, you enter through a small 
vestibule into a large, high- 
ccilinged room with a fireplace 
along one wall and murals of 
primitive scenes lining the 
others. Beaux Arts student in 
photography, Katie Silvcrstone, 
is producing the decorations 
for the entire club. As weli, 
various Montreal artists and 
sculptors have agreed to exhib- 
it their art works and therefore 
this room will also contain 
selected pieces in a style en- 
hancing the primitive theme of 
the club. In this room, the 
guests can be served comfort- 
ably while listenhig to jazz. 

Adjoining this' room is a 
smaller, oval-shaped room' that 
will be devoted solely to dan- 
cing. Off it is another large 
room, and this, as well as hav- 
ing table and chair accommo- 
dations, will be where the jazz 
band plays on a slightly elevat- 
ed platform. These dimly-lit 
rooms will be decorated with 
murals and art works all In a 
primitive vein. 

From the main floor a wind- 
ing staircase leads to the base- 
ment rooms, but one can also 
"use the second street entrance 
to arrive at the same place, in 
which case he will encounter a 
small patio outside equipped ' 



with tables and chairs— the per- 
fect spot for a summer night. 
Inside there Is a large room 
that will serve alternately as 
the seat of u musical revue in 
the "Up Tcnipo" 'satirical vein, 
and a place where good records 
can be heard, or where Jazz will 
be piped from upstairs. It will 
be a room for relaxation with 
comfortable chairs and select 
entertainment. 

According to the owners, the 
Jazz will be of the best variety 
possible, featuring groups from 
New York and Montreal Dbde- 
land jazz will be interspersed 
with dance aiid listening jazz 
played by big name bands from 
New York. The owners agree 
that the jazz is one of the most 
important features of the club. 

"We expect people who will 
come in the early hours of the 
morning will demand, and right- 
fully so, the finest listening and 
dancing jazz available. After, 
the initial attraction, if there 
is something to hold the people, 
something that Is best satisfied 
in our place, they will come 
back for more. We e.xpcct (tie 
unique atmosphere together 
with the finest in Jazz will do 
this Job. The trouble with most 
of the spots in Montreal is that 
after a few months, after the 
primary gimmick for attracting 
customers has been worked to 
the limit, everything has been 
seen and there is nothing to 
make the customers return. We 
plan to avoid this pitfall." 

; Along the culinary lines, the 
club will specialize, Injsmorgas; 
bord; it will serye^^yirioiis 
drinks and elabbratte'^founttin 
concoctions. The ^waitresses; an 
important feature of any club, 
will be appropriately clothed, 
and will be band plckcd by the' 
proprietors thémselves. 

- With the opening scheduled 
Xor the second week in June, 
Nax Boas, a writer currently 
on a Canada Council grant, and 
Alan Geller are busy lining up 
.entertahiment for this enters 
prize. 

Cafe Bizarre is something 
unique in after hours night 
life. There is something for 
everyone — from the beat to the 
elite, as it were.

"Jules ct Jim" is like touching 
one of those stocklng-tops-all 
textures. From the rough touch 
of tweed to the silken caress 
of shantung. When German Jim 
and Parisian Jules meet in a 
cafe, and someone draws pic- 
tures on the wooden table, the 
grating of the .charcoal on the 
tablctop is almost a physical 
sensation. Some of the more 
silken sequences occur in the 
lovcscencs, which arc — by 
nouvelle vague standards — In-" 
frequent and discreet. Somehow 
they manage to convey — and 
with unusual propriety — the 
feeling.of flesh on flesh. 

.But llke\; expensive nylons, 
the' Truffant film was designed 
for an exclusive audience. There 
is that same suggestion of selcc- 
tivencss, which prevents an ac- 
companying suggestion of sex 
for sex's sake, or pure pru- 
riency. Two of Catherine's lovers 
are talking about women, and 
téxtures. Becoming gradually 
more anatomical, one of them 
uses a rather basic word for 
what the Victorians called em- 
bonpoint The subtitle tactfully 
omits its English equivalent 
The censorship was unneces- 
sary. In a field of wild flowers. 
In the company of the flower- 
like child whose mother, and' 
wh^se ■ mother's embonpoint 
ptovoked this discussion, the 
lèvera .{are somehow enydoped 
irt an'aura^bt pastoral inriçcence, 
ojp at least ainorality , vhich 
makes 'such tactful omissions 
needless.. 

•Truffàut.is further aided in 
his textural direction by the 
sçnsuous textures of Catherhie's 
exquisitely-planed face. The tex- 
tural aspects of Miss Moreau's 
face aro particularly emphasized 
by the camera — and by the 
comparison the camera draws. 

; Jules and Jim, barely ac- 
quainted, watch on 8 millimeter 
movie in a darkened àpartiînent 
JUles'bas foiiod'iî'statue^cidpted 
In pale, tineven 'Stone,' slâhdlng 
in thé 8ui| on i ail.; overgrown 
hillside somèivhèré In'Ûié éoun* 
t^y,' pérhaps in South America. 
The sUtue might even be called 
a bust — it is thé héad and 
shoulden of a beautiful young 
girl A- beautiful, inscrutably 
smiling ■:;younK girl, slightly 
remfaiiscent of the Madonna of 
the Hocks. They decide that 
the girl In the home movie 
has the perfect face. 

And Truffaut apparently de- 
cided that the ghrl In his movie 
has the, or at. least a, perfect 
face. Jim -disciivers her — and 
to the two ebmpanions, she Is . 



the embodiment of the perfect 
beauty so stonily expressed in 
their statue's inscrutable laught- 
er. Catherine is the reflection 
of the statue; the statue Is the 
reflection of Catherine — whom 
it rather resembles, especially 
about the eyes. But hi the statue, 
Catherine's face is seen through 
a magnifying glass. All the 'pores 
are enlarged, so to speak. The 
curious carved quality of Cath- 
erine' cheekbones . is all the 
more obvious by comparison 
with the statue's, cheekbones, 
which owe their curious carved 
quality to the fact that they 
arc actually carved. The chis- 
elled planes of her face become 
even more arresting when com- 
pared with the planes of the 
statue, which actually are chis- 
elled. And in contrast to the 
immobility of the carven head, 
the movement of the actress 
are. more than fluid; her face 
is mobile. 



It is difflcult to Judge the 
vaTue of the actfatg hi a fihn 
where the acton' roles are so 
loosely defined. The participants 
seem to, be free to choose their 
own characterisation •- and al- 
most their^ own character. In 
any case, the semblances which 
they adopt — either of their 
own, or the directors' volition 
— are singularly pleasing. 

The male impersonation scene 
demands — and gets — the 
most specific dramatic inter- 
pretation of any incident In 
the film. It is in this scene 
that the relationship, newly 
forming between the three is 
closest to the surface. When 
Catherine runs down the bridge 
away from the two young men 
who are ab-cady in love with 
her, she (consciously 7) sets a 
pattern which will continue to 
the film's slightly tragic and 
def hiitely depressing conclusion. 

And if Catherine, in lead 
pencil mustaches, fleeing across 
the river, is an epiphany, her 
sudden leap into the Seine is 
the violent affirmation of the 
truth which the first rebellious 
moment on the bridge has re- 
vealed. After that Incident, Jules 
and Catherine's near-cncountcr 
-in the restaurant seems only 
Inevitable, and a little sad. The 
rest is sadder, but no more 



surprisinc And somehow, look- 
ing at the eyes of the eharacten 
even the slightly spaniel eyes 
of ; Catherhie's incidental lover 
— is much sadder than looUng 
at their rather unfortunate and 
frequenUy illchoscn actions. Per- 
haps under these circumstances 
the way the actors look is much 
more Important than the way 
they act. And their expressions 
are certainly adequately piteous. 

Truffaut's slightly primitive 
camera work is extremely ad- 
equate by reason of its inad- 
equacy. The uneven, misty pho- 
tography Is appealing in Its 
simplicity. And unlike some of 
the more Impressive cinematic 
techniques employed by. , the 
more affluent of the modem 
moviemakers. It doesn't distract 

The confused battlescenes, 
spilling hastily onto the screen, 
one after the other, are partic- 
ularly effective. And the au- 
dience should be extremely 
thankful that Director Truffaut 
did not choose to have his 
heroes meet in the thick of the 
battle and heroically spare (or 
save) each others' lives. Tlicy 
simply fought on opposite sides. 
The audience is made aware 
of that fact And that is all 
there Is to it

"The Sicilian Limes" fomu a 
contrast by its sincerity and 
tenderness of approach. Accord- 
ing to Geoff Cosgrove, the di- 
rector, the Phrandello was cho- 
sen because; 

"People don't realize how 
much of a master of the one- 
act plays Pirandello was. 

"As far. as all the one-act 
plays we' have chosen for this 
production," he continued, "we 
have achieved a very fine ba- 
lance between the meaty plays 
and the tragic The Drums Of 
Oude', we hope, will be very hi- 
larious, while Pinter's playlets 
are essentially comic ; but with 
sad under-tones. The Ionesco, on 
the other hand, is a highly clas- 
sical and stylized piece. 

"We "are carrying on our tra- 
dition of putting on well-known 
playrights and that of combin- 
ing in our flrst production, se- 
veral different styles and types 
of one-act plays." 

Two weeks after this first 
production has hit the boards, 
the three-act comedy by Ben 
Jonson will appear. The director 
of "The Alchemist" is Nell Mad- 
den, who explains; 
■ "The great advantage of 'The 
Alchemist' Is that it Is extreme- 
ly up-to-date. People are still 
'conning' each other just as they 
do in this play . . . 

"Johnson never intended his 
characters to be as deep as 
Shakespeare's. If someone had 
to paint Ben Johnson's works, 
he'd do it in primary colours. 
This is how me will try to pre- 
sent The Alchemist', In primary 
colours with shnpliclty of mo- 
vement" 

The -final play that The Pau- 
pers will present this season is 
Bertold Brecht's "The Good 
Woman Of Setzuan", which will 
also be directed by Neil Mad- 
den. 

"In this play Brecht allows 
the audience to become involved 
with the happenings on stage, 
only to break off to cause them 
to view them objectively," he 
explained. ' ■ 

The Paupers, then, were creat- 
ed for the beneflt of actor and 
' audience, with the aims of pre- 
senting high-class amateur pro- 



ductions to. the public Many of 
the group work during the day,, 
but every evening will see them 
workhig late hours in their pre- 
parations '.for production. 

Many at^fhrst were; sceptical 
of their endeavours, but all who 
were soon changed their minds 
in the light of the success of 
the group. Jacob Slsklnd of The 
Star was one of these converts, 
as he remarked at the close of 
The Paupers' second season in 
July, 1962; 

'The Paupers have been care- 
ful in their 'choice of- dramatic 



material and they are filling 
a need for good theatre shared 
by the actors and the audience. 

"They have confounded the 
skeptics, myself Included, by 
sticking together long enough 
to be taken seriously. 

"As a result, McGUl Univer- 
sity has Indirectly sponsored Uie 
most significant contribution to 
English theatre In Alontreal this 
summer. (You could almost say 
' the only contribution.) 

". . . 'Why do people climb to 
the top floor of an ugly old 
building to see a group of ama- 
teun struggle with' drama that 
is often over their heads In a 
theatre that has Impossibly hard 
seats and no air conditioning? 

"Probably because English- 
speaking ilontrcalera are starv- 
ed for honest productions of 
good drama."

With the advent of summer 
air conditioning— a coming at- 
traction which most theatres 
have been proclaiming from 
their marquees since April 1 — 
Montreal moviegoers will be 
subjected to a refreshing series 
of serious films. 

June 14 to June 20* promises 
to be an extremely memorable 
week for moviegoing. The 13 
feature films and 25 shorts to 
be screened, selected from the 
much-praised output of a prol- 
ific film industry, should be a 
boon to foreign film enthus- 
iasts — even without beneflt of 
air conditioning. Czechoslovakia 
is the country In question, and 
Montreal's Fourth International 
Film Festival is the sponsor. 
The Comedlc Canadienne 4dll 
bo the host 

Vojtech Jasny's "That Cat", 
the: opening fihn of .Czechoslov* 
akian Fihn Week, is the story 
of a cat who wears spectacles. 
Its Montreal premiere will be 
the first public showhig of 
Jasny's modem fairy talc since 
the black-and-white colour film 
!- won the special Jury Prize at 
(he Cannes Film Festival, and 



Jasny himself will be on hand 
for the opening. 

The second part of the Inter- 
national Festival is scheduled 
for tho first week in August. 
And, from August 2 to August 
11, yet another selection., of 
superior' film techniques will 
be Incorporated in tlie Festival 
programme. Tills unprecedent- 
ed offshoot, hi the form of the 
first Festival of Canadian 
Films, will exhibit the most re- 
cent, and most mastcriy, efforts 
of both French and English 
Canadian . artists. An' inter- 
national juty of fllm-makcrs 
and critics will award the 
Grand Prize of Canadian. Cine- 
ma 10G3 as well as several spe- 
cial prizes. 

In Montreal, this will be a 
good summer for museums — or, 
more specifically, for the Alonl- 
real Museum of Fine Arts. The 
exhibits aren't air-conditioned, 
but they should be intriguing— 
and visitors will be interested, 
If unrcfrcshed. A full schedule 
of nine exhibitions— from May 
to September 17— has already 
opened, with "Vancouver '63", 
a cross-section of current trends 
in British Columbian art. Tho 
summer season concludes with 
a sampling of Rodin, opening 
on August 17. 

A corresponding current of 
culture has activated the world 
of Montreal theatre. The sad 
fate of Her Majesty's attracted 
attention to the sorry plight of 
English-speaking theatre in the 
city. And someone decided to 
come to tho rescue bv startlne

The Incompetent American 
ambassador Is In all likelihood 
one of tho main factors respons- 
ible for the inability of- the 
West to cope with . the Cold 
War. Appointed to his position, 
for the most part, because of 
financial help in a presidential 
election campaign, he goes to 
his assignment abroad with 
little or no knowledge of the 
hopes and aspirations of the 
people to whom he représenta 
not only the United Statesibut,! 
more broadly, the ëntire-^éit^ 
cm civilization. 

He has no comprehension of 
the radically different mentali 
patterns of these people, offth'n 
revolutionary mystique^Atwhlân 
drives them. Thus, Ambassador^ 
Smith who reifresented the U.S. 
in Chiba In the last days of the 
Batista regime and the flrst 
days of ' Fidelismo played no 
small part.- in driving Cuba to 
its present situation. 

It was to counter this mental- 
ity—which Is present not only 
In the American ambassador 
but In the American public gen- 
erally — that Lederer and Bur- 
dick wrote The Ugly American. 
The book tried to expose the 
profound national centrlcltyi«f 
the American people — and Can- 
adian too. 

The movie unfortunately 
makes no such attempt. The 
opportunity to examine the 
problems of South East Asia, 
the mind of the Asian national- 
ist, the goals he tries to ach- 
ieve, the lack of communica- 
tion between his people and the 
West, are thrown away. With- 
out it the film degenerates in- 
to a game of Asian cops-and- 
robbers. 

Marlon Brando is badly mis- 
cast as tho ambassador whose 
ineptitude sparks a revolution 
is. the small kingdom of Sark- 
han. One needs only a cursory 
knowledge of Brando and am- 
bassadors to realize the Incong- 
ruity. 

The other characters are flat 
and uninteresting. One cannot 
expect much from actors so 
hampered by a badly construct- 
ed screenplay. 

The film falls to evoke tho 
tragedy of the lack of under- 
standing of the Asiatic mentality 
by tlic Western people. It re- 
presents another tragedy— one 
of a bad film that, unlike most 
bad films, could have been 
good.

Dr. Gerald V. Bull, scientific co- 
ordinator of the project, and his 
team of McGill graduate engin- 
eers, scientists, and "Bajan" tech- 
nicians, wrote a new chapter in 
the University's folklore, begin- 
ning In. July, 1962. . 

Major Operation 

At first backed only by the 
University, they enlisted the assist- 
ance of three governments— those 
of Canada,' the United States 
(Army and Navy simultaneously),

gun. It includes an Intricate sys- 
tem, of tracking equipment and 
technical personnel scattered over 
a wide area." 

The second stage of the pro- 
gram begins the actual atmospher- 
ic testing. Wind velocity at vary- 
ing levels will be examined by 
means of the Martlet I, a "flying 
gas bottle", carrying nitrous ox- 
ide under high pressure. Disrup- 
tion of the vapor trail will be 
plotted by triangulation cameras. 

Through this projectile carries 
a small tclcmctric package in its 
nose, Its successor, the as yet un- 
fired Martlet II, will be primarily 
an instrument-carrying device. This 
missile, also expected to receive 
its Initial flight tests this summer, 
is twice as compact and capable 
of much more sophisticated data- 
gathering. 

Possible Record 

TJiough Incidental to the pur- 



pose of the firings, any one is 
likely to reach a height of 100 
miles or niore, easily setting a 
new record for cannons. As the 
Dean noted, all previous tests have 
been at less than full propellent 
charge. 

Questioned about the future dev- 
elopments of Harp, notably the 
possibility of attaining much 
higher — even orbital speeds — by 
the use of additional rocket. Dean 
Mordell emphasized that the feas- 
ibility of such a venture bore no 
relation to the present Harp 
project. Harp, he explained, has a 
limited • though important object- 
ive — the carrying out Inexpens- 
ively of several high altitude re- 
search Investigations projects. 

Harp, he suggested, is a pro- 
ject of which all McGill could be 
proud, not as a thrillingly imagin- 
ative stunt, but as a highly imag- 
inative idea which is about to 
bring forth practical results.

Doctors Pursue Policy 
Of Patiencé^ Not Pills 

Tiie most prominent feature of Dr. Hunter's office is a psycliiatrist's couch. Less important 
pieces of furniture ore □ large, comfortable leather arrhchatr, and a large, cluttered, and ex- 
tremely businesslike desk. The predominating note is one of comfort and clutter/ There are three 
pictures; one a Laurentian landscape,. one, strictly stylistic, and one representational — a bearded 
and bespectacled gentleman with a vogUeiy medical air. 



Dr. Hunter, psychiatrist in char- 
ge of the McGill Mental Health 
Service, is more than vaguely 
medical. His couchsido manner is 
beyond reproach. His conversation 
is conspicuously free of the jargon 
which is the trademaric of the 
television pracUcioncr — he pre- 
faced the not-unfamiliar term 
"identity" with an apologetic "as 
we say in the trade" — but he is 
obviously a man who knows his 
psychoses. And he looks like a 
doctor. He Is^^a'* big, friendly, 
rumplcd-looking man with ttic kind 
of autiiority in his gaze whicli is 
calculated to make a confidant 
feel confident" 

During the past academic year, 
three hundred McGill ' students 
have felt confident enough to con- 
fide in Dr; Hunter or 'one of his 
colleagues. The' students who talk- 
ed to a staff of two part-time psy- 
chiatrists,;.'one - full-time' .psycholo- 
gist, and one fuU-tlme psycUatrist, 
were mostly - undergraduate. All 
faculties were represented, but'the 
bulk of them came from Arts and 
Science, most of them in thchr sec- 
ond year. 

Females Prfedomtnoto 

For every three men who came 
for treatment, two women vfaiited 
the Mental Health Service seeking 
help. Since the university ratio of 
men to women students is approx- 
imatdyv^flve to three,^the women 



were slightly in the fore. And 
thoso who like to do their con- 
fiding to a n^cmber of the same 
sex could speak to Dr. Jane Bain 
or — next year — to her successor, 
Dr. Marguerite Harris. 

Approximately fifty percent of 
these students were self-referred, 
while the other half found their 
way to the Mental Health Service 
by various .patlis. Sometimes It

Service works in close cbo^raUon 
with the McGill Health Service, 
and patients of the Health Service 
may often" be referred to Dr. 
Hunter. 

Less often, it was a parent who 
made the suggestion, However, 
parents for the thost part react 
favourably to the work of the Ser- 
vice. • . ■ . 

Faculty CoTOperalion 

Often 1^ student . comes - to the 
Service at the suggestion of a 
professor. When students fail for 
unknown reasons, ;iiÔ!chiatry can 
shed light on theim^éry. . 

HcGUl does not, of course, have 
a' guidance department — but the 
line between guidance and psy- 
ehlatry can. sometimes be a very 
narrow one. And one of the pre- 
rogatives of the guidance depart- 
ment :WhIeh the Mental Health' 
Service may one day assume is 
that of giving advice — advice to 
the adiânistration about factors 
In the university which are not 
conducive to student mental health. 

Students came to the Service 
with problems of all kinds — 
broken hearts as well as bruised 
psyches. The reaction to both was 
tolerant — "We deal mainly with 
the ages from seventeen to twenty 
five. In this age group, romantic 
problems are a part of life." The 
most common concern was for 
academic difficulties, but surprl 
singly enough the majority of 



students came not during examin- 
ations, but in January and Feb- 
ruary — the two peak months, ac- 
cording to the Service's still-tent- 
ative statistics. 

The Service — already planning 
expansion — does not have the 
facilities to offer comprehensive 
psychiatric care over an extended 
period of time. Tlic names of those 
better equipped to offer it were 
suggested to patients who needed ' 
special treatment. And. some did. 

But the Service prescribes prin- 
cipally preventative medicine. And 
sometimes its work can be as 
simple as writing a prescription 
for someone who's vdown.in the 
dumps". The suggested therapy 
for "sophomoric- slump" is simply 
conversation. Dr.v Hunter and Dr. 
Lohrenz, Dr. Schwartzmiin and Dr. 
Bain don't talk, they listen. 

McGill is the okil; university in 
Canada that pays people to listen. 
In the States, Harvard, Yale, and 
the University of Illinois arc just 
a few of the places where they 
listen. Other Canadian universities 
are more than a little interested, 
and they're besieging McGill with 
requests for information. 

Scientific Function 

The function - of the Menial 
Health Service is not merely, to 
provide free psychiatric care', to 
university students, or free psy- 
chiatric data to university admin- 
istrations. Such dinics serve a very 
real purpose in the field "of re- 
search. Students are not' merely 
students — for the psychiatrist, 
they , represent sources of know- 
ledge. Sources which McGill — and 
the other Canadian universities — 
arc eager to tap. . . 

But to Dr. Hunter, neither are 
universities merely universities — 
they are "not just places where 
people arc taught facts, but also 
places where young people can 
mature emotionally." It is this 
concept of the university as an 
incubator in which the embryonic 
citizen is hatched which seems to 
motivate McGill's Mental Health 
Service. .

this year. 



Altliough the greatest number of 
students applied for summer and 
iparl-ttmo employment. Rowan C. 
Colcnian, ttie director of tlie or- 
ganization, emphasizes that the 
bureau's principal function is the 
placing of tlie members of the 
graduating class In permanent pp- 
■ilions. 

'. Mr.' Coleman, head of a five 
member executive and In charge 
of men's permanent employment, 
continuedIfâSatTthe service makes 
arrangements for each registered 
graduate to contact places of em- 
ployment. 

. From October to March of this 
year, 200 companicii and govern- 
ment agencies interviewed the 
graduates — soma of whom had 
not registered at tlic Service — for 
permanent positions. 

' As in the previous years, the 

{' reatcst demand has been for En- 
ineer.<;. Of the IBS company visits 
«ccicing permanent worlccrs, the 
majority of the companies required 
jCngincering graduates. Again,. the 
popularity of the engineers was 
proved by 'the number of visits 
py the companies hiring employees 
for the summer. 

' The Commerce graduates are 
next in demand, but there is almost 
lis great a pressure for Arts gra- 
duates in the field of business ad- 
ministration.

the girl,^wlth bcr BA. only will 
soon find It necessary .to take a 
typing course In' order to find 
work." 

Miss Peltier, also in charge of 
men's summer employment, stated 
that now their main concern Is 
summer placement, the. time of 
the heaviest registration.' She ad- 
ded that in the employment of 
men, laborer work is preferred 
but that there is little available 
and that office jobs are declining 
in popularity. 

Mr. Coleman summarized the 
reasons for the shortage- of sum- 
mer employment : "Automation; 
increased summer plant shut-down 
— consequently no need for subs- 
titution of workers by students; 
and — as a result of changing con- 



ditions in labor relations — organ- 
ized workers arc flooding the areas 
which previously had absorbed a 
great deal of unskilled students. 

Mrs! Maiy B.. Grant, responsible 
for all part-time placement and 
female summer employment,' men- 
tioned two ôthcr -. difficulties in 
finding summer , work. She said 
that most available ; summer jobs 
(waitresses, mother's helpers) are 
not satisfactory to the student be- 
cause of the low salary, offered. 
Also, the short summer period pre- 
vents many from obtaining suitable 
positions. 

Mrs. Grant emphasized that the 
problem could be solved by "the 
students helping their fellows. If 
they hear of jobs wliich the stu» 
dent would want and if they can't 
take the positions themselves, let 
them contact the McGill Place- 
ment Service. We arc not able to 
do much advertising and this 
would help U3 greatly."
